A system of air raid warn- 
ing signals and signal stations 


for the city were set at a meet-

Two signals will be given 
one denoting the warning of 
imminent attack and the other 
indicating the all-clear and 
that the danger is past. 

The first signal termed the 
“Red Alert" will be a siren 
sound of three minutes dura- 
tion. Blasts in a series of three 
Steady one minute sounds in- 
terrupted by silent periods of 
two minutes each will indicate 
the all-clear. 

Utilizing city facilities of the 
fire and police departments, 
the council set five stations 
where signals will be sounded | 
by siren equipped vehicles of 
the two departments.
